The subject is Pope's 
well-known and beautiful poem of * Messiah, 
which affords the richest material for every 
eort of musical expression and description, and 
which, from the smoothness Jo = * 
uliatly adapted for being made the vehicle 
ornare od : ful strains. Mr. Wade ap- 
pears to be a disciple of the School of Mozart, 
and to have learned from that divine master 
the art of infusing the spirit of melody into 
every part of his compositions. In his con- 
certed movements, the vocal parts, though in- 
‘terwoven with consummate skill and great in- 
tricacy, are uniformly free and tlowing ; and 
in those places where the subject requires to 
be treated in the severe and grave style of the 
older ecclesiastical music, the ear is gratified 
by the beautiful strains which stream trom ihe 
orchestra. While he possesses this rich vein 
of melody—the most valuable of all posses- 
sessions to x musician—there is at the same 
time no want of grandeur in his conceptions, 
nor of power in embodying them. The coo- 
cluding chorus of this Oratorio, we have no 
hesitation in saying, would do honour to any 
composer. It is magnificent, and even sublime 
in its effect ; and is perfectly original, bearing 
no resemblance, either in its general character 
or in any of its details, to any oue of the great 
chorusses on the same subject which are so 
familiar to every musician.

Erract or Music ox Axputs. lu the ha- 
man ear the fibres of the circular tympanum 
radiate from its centre to its circumference, and 
are of equal length; but Sir F. Home has 
found that in the elephant, where the typa- 
num is oval, they are of different lengths, hike 
the radii from the focus of an ellipse. — He cov- 
siders that the human ear is adapted for music- 
al sounds by the equality of the radii ; and he 
is of opinion that the lorg libres in the tympa- 
num of the elephant enable it to hear very mr 
nute sounds, which it is known to do. A pl- 
ano-forte having been sent on purpose to Exe- 
ter Change, the higher notes hardly attracted 
the elephant’s notice, but the low ones roused 
his attention. The effect of the higher notes 
of the piano-forte upon the great lion in Exe- 
ter Change was only to excite his attention, 
which was very great. He remained silent 
and motionless: but no sooner were the flat 
notes sounded, than he sprang up, attempted 
to break loose, lashed his tail, and seemed so 
furious and enraged, as to frighten the female 
spectators.
